Suitcases In Government

EHIND the scenes the stage is being set to 
make Albert Fall the scapegoat for the 


"more business in government and more govern- 
ment in business" fiasco. 


We are told, now, that Fall alone put through 


the naval oil reserve leases and that the rest of 
the Cabinet knew nothing, about them. 


Except Secretary Denby and his assistant Mr. 


Roosevelt who, presumably, will be said to have 
been deceived. 
- - A«de from this, we are being told, the present 
Cabinet and the present President knew nothing 
of the naval oil leases. 
""" 


This does not. seem to agree with the public 


record. 
To begin with, on April 25, 1922, before the 


Teapot Dome lease had been made public, Sen- 
ator La Follette introduced the resolution under 
which the present investigation is being made. 
While La Follette was addressing the Senate on 
his resolution the leases were announced. 


The Old Guard then controlled the Public 


Lands Committee, of which Senator Lenroot 
is chairman, and it was nine long months be- 
fore they even sent expert to examine the 
ground. That was in January, 1923. 
Meantime, under another resolution, a sub- 


committee headed by Senator La Follette, was 
examining into the cost of gasoline and the whole 
subject of oil and oil leases was constantly before 
the Senate and its committees. 


During this time President Coolidge was the 


presiding officer of the Senate and must have 
known that suspicion had been directed against 
these naval oil leases before the fact of_the mak- 
ing of those leases had been made public. 


Before the leases were made the question of 


transferring the naval oil reserves from the Navy 
Department to the Interior Department was the 
subject of Cabinet discussions and the pui-pose of 
the transfer was that they might be leased. 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, a former 


stockholder in Sinclair's company, his broth- 
er being a Vice President of one of the Sin- 
clair companies, was the man who presented 
to President Harding for his signature the 
executive order transferring the naval oil re- 
serves. 
So that ALL the present Cabinet except New 


knew what was going on in the Executive De- 
partment, and New and President Coolidge knew 
what was going on in the Senate. 


The Department of Justice knew about it be- 


cause Assistant Attorney Generals assigned to 


the Navy and Interior Departments were in on 
the drawing of the leases and it is inconceivable 
that the executive order of transfer w«» not sub- 
mitted to Atty. Gen. Daugherty himself for his 
opinion as to its legality. 


Not only that, but the Dpheny lease in Cali- 


fornia was granted because it was said that the 
Standard Oil Company by drilling upon the ad- 
jacent land called "Section 36" was draining the 
oil from the naval oil reserve. But years before 
Section 36 had been examined by an officer of the 
Interior Department and the formal official report 
had been made, by him to the effect that Section 8.6 
was oil-bearing public land and could not be en- 
tered upon. The Standard XM1 Company HAD 
entered, drilled and was pumping oil, and suit 
was brought to stop this. ... 
Attorney 
General 
Daugherty 
himself 


stopped that suit, permitting the wells on 
Section 36 to be pumped and then, because 
they were said to~be draining, Fall and Den- 
by made excuse and gave that as the reason 
for leasing to Doheny. 
When a naval officer is given custody of a ship 


and the ship either in battle or in storm is in 
danger of being lost, the man in charge is the 
last to leave, or the traditions of the navy say 
that he goes down with his ship.

ments have rallied every resource to HAMPER

. Th"e Doheny construction contract alone, quite 
asii? from oil, amounted to $15,000,000. Sin- 
clair's contract for the construction- of pipe lines 
and tanks, entered into without competitive bid- 
ding, not as an oil proposition but as a construe-' 
tion proposition, amounted to other millions and 
as a matter of fact Denby and Roosevelt made 
leases for construction work without competitive 
bidding which in the aggregate will go close to 
$100,000,000. The law of the land says that coru. 
tract work must be let only after competitive 
bidding. In these cases there was no bidding. 


Not only were the contracts made without 


competitive bidding, but the contractors 


4 were to be paid, not with money appropriated 


by Congress for public work, but by the prop- 
erty of the government diverted from the 
Treasury and used without the knowledge or 
consent of Congress, which holds the national 
purse, 
Secretary Work has continued the Fall policies 


unchanged since he succeeded Fall in the Interior 
Department. 


Without going into detail, two outstanding 


cases come to mind—the program for applying 
the "suitcase treatment" to the Reclamation Ser- 
vice which is now going forward, and secondly, 
the frameup of the Internal Jona!

The theory underlying both these projects 
is to turn over to old friends and others the own- 
ership and operation of the Public Domain.

BiiiHon children altogether are in 
Argent need of food. Most of them 
do not get any warm milk or any 
•bread at all. 
The injury to the 


health of the children 
and their 


gro .vth because. of lack of food is 
contained in every message coming 
to the committee. 


"The providing of milk for babies 


and small children is entirely un- 
satisfactory since the various towns 
obtain now only one-tenth of the 
milk which they received in peace 
times'. 
They get some coffee and 


saccharine instead.'' 


It was the tragic character of the 


situation that prompted the Ameri- 
can Quakers to return to Germany. 
The complicated 
international po- 


litical situation made it impera'ive 
that any ?id to Germany should be 
handled through a neutral, ion- 
partisan relief agency. The Quak- 
ers' service in all countries, their 
history and reputation, are assur- 
ance to everyone who helps that the 
work will be well and sympatheti- 
cally done. 


Many of the children are in dire 


n?ed of underclothing and shoes. 
Outer clothing is of course greatly 
less than the needs. 
Even babies 


are without swaddling clothes. Back 
of this whole situation is the eco- 
nomic and social chaos of the coun- 
try. 
Unemployment is general; in- 


dustry i.- disorganized; suicides have 
become so large in number that the

»as«rted, "that from the beginning 
then has been an utter disregard" 
of the jrovcrnmcnt policy as laid 
down by congress and of the laws 
enacted to carry out that policy.

terior) upon which all the leases 
were based," he said, "were to my 
mind utterly and absolutely illegal. 
It was made in defiance of all laws 
bearing upon that subject. 


Urges Respect for Law 


"I concede that men may hon- 


es^ly disagree as to the policy of 
keeping these oil reserves in the 
ground or in tank storage. But 
there is no opportunity for disagree- 


. merit upon the question that the 


policy in this respect is peculiarly 
with congress, and that, right or 
wrong, it is the duty of every pa- 
triotic citizen to see that such poli- 
cy is carried put. especially the duty 
of high public officials."

HE demand for Ihe probe will prob- 
ably come from Sen. Robert M. La 


Toilette, who initiated the Teapot Dome j 
investigation, and it is being supported 
hy the Progressive element in Congress. 
Tc prevent what they believed might be 
an effort to forestall an investigation, 
Progressives recently secured from the 
Senate blanket authority, for the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee to inquire 
into any matter that was considered of 
public interest. 


The lines to he followed have been 


carefully mapped out, and public an- 
nouncement is to be made of facts in 
possession of Senator La Follette and 
others just as soon as they feel that the 
alleged disclosures will not be over- 
shadowed by the exposures growing out 
of the.leading of federal oil properties. 


According to information claimed to 


have been placed in the hands of mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, lens of millions of dollars have 
unjustly been paid to a number of car- 
riers as a result of incomplete audits 
made by government accountants. 


It is circumstantially stated that while 


federal employes were nominally in 
charge of auditing of accounts the work 
was actually done by railroad employes 
and that auditors of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration did not go to the trouble of 
checking it. Despite this alleged neglect, 
it is stated that the misconduct of many 
railroad officials was so flagrant that the 
jfovernment has succeeded in recovering 
nearly $200,000,000 unlawfully taken by 
roads during federal control. 


One great trunk line railroad, Senators 


have been informed, gave vacations to 
and then discharged nineteen of its au- 
ditors who refused to pad claims against 
the government, and statements have 
been taken from these auditors to be 
used in making the pending investiga- 
tion. 


These auditors say that their former 


employers forced them to inflate an ac- 
count of 580,000 to $800,000 and that in 
that form it was passed by federal audi- 
tors and paid by the federal treasury. 


It has also been charged that this road 


made a final settlement with the govern- 
ment that permitted it to keep $80,000,- 
000 that it had unlawfully expended in 
building up its properties beyond the 
terms of its contract with the govern- 
ment. 


In this connection the name of a well- 


known New York attorney, said to be on 
intimate terms with high officials in the 
Washington government, is being drag- 
peel in as the intermediary that made 
this settlement possible.

[To The Editor]—I notice in your issue of 


Jan. 25 a letter from Prof. B. H. Hibbard of 
the University of Wisconsin, answering your 
editorial of recent date on the milk situation 
in Dane county. Allow me the use of your pa- 
per to make a few comments on Professor Hib- 
bard's letter. 


In the first place.1 wiah to state that I have 


a great deal of respect for Prof. Hibtiard. 
I 


thirik he deserves a great deal of credit for the 
work he is cioing and I thoroughly agree with 
his ideas on a number of subjects such as tar- 
iff and transportation. I am particularly 
en- 


dorsing his efforts in constantly pointing out 
the fallacies of pseudo-remedies which are be- 
ing preached as a panacea for farm ills. 


Prof. Hibbard's letter, however, shows that 


notwithstanding the valuable work which, 
in 


my opinion, he and his department are doing, 
falls short when it v°mes to proposing rem- 
edies. This is evident from his discussion of the 
question of the i-osl of production. Prof. Hib- 
T>ard states correctly thai cost of production 
does not determine prices. He does not, how- 
ever, give even a hint as to how opportunities 
.are to be brought about which -would secure 
for the rank and file of farmers cost of produc- 
tion and this is the crucial point in the whole 
problem of marketing since tho success of ev- 
ery business 
enterprise, 
including 
farming, 


consists in getting cost of production. No busi- 
ness man worthy of the name would continue 
in business unless the prices of the particular 
articles in which he trades or which he manu- 
factures were such as to cover cost of opera- 
tion. And since this is true of the merchant 
and the1 manufacturer it. is equally true of the 
farmer and it is the business of any agency 
dealing with marketing problems to find out 
how this can be done. 


Prof. Hibbard's letter gives the impression 


that he does not see any hope for the average 
farmer, nothing but a dismal future. This, in 
my opinion, is a wrong and harmful attitude to 
take and particularly so with marketing which 
constitutes, to all intent and purposes, 
the 


nerve, system of our economic life. I am fully 
convinced that the agricultural situation is rot 
hopeless but that it only seems so because peo- 
ple refuise to apply remedies which are based 
upon the right conception of the working of 
economic laws. 


Let me elucidate this statement by saying 


that the farmer cannot hope to obtain 
just 


prices for his products unless wealth in this 
country is justly distributed—in other words, 
according to the principle of everyone receiv- 
ing his rightful share of what he contributes 
to production. As it is now, neither farmer nor 
his principal customers, the city workers, re- 
ceive their rightful share of what they help to 
produce and as a result the purchasing power 
of the farmer's customer is decreased and he 
cannot make a good demand for agricultural 
products. Some people, among them many ag- 
ricultural economists, hold that the industrial 


workingman receives more than his rightful 
share and point to the supposed fact that his 
wages are double of what the- were before the 
war. They forget, however, that this is true 
of only a small percentage of 
the 
working 


class, namely, organized labor. The great ma- 
jority of them receive an entirely inadequate 
compensation as recent statistics of the U. S. 
department of labor attest. (Special reference 
is made to the investigation oE living condi- j 
tions in Gary, Ind.) 
• 
j 


The remedy, therefore, which should be ap- ; 


plied and which has been constantly overlooked 
is to raise the purchasing power of our pro- 
ducing classes by diverting, through taxation, 
unearned incomes derived from monopolies of 
various kinds to actual producers. This is the 
one way that the marketing situation can be 
improved for only thu« will the purchasing 
power of the masses be rendered equal to their 
producing power and will they be in a .position 
to absorb each other's products. That the pur- 
chasing power of the masses is not equal to 
their producing power i.s shown by the fact 
that whiie production has increased enormously 
real (not nominal) wages of the working class 
AS A WHOLE have actually decreased.. 


Prof. Hibbard states in his letter that there 


arc 25 percent more farmers than are needed. 
He might add that there are also 25 percent 
more of working-men and 25 percent more of 
business and professional ™en than art; needed. 
If, however, wealth were justly distributed, our 
population, including farmers, could be very- 
much more numerous than at present without 
over-crowding the various professions and oc- 
cupations. 


Speaking specifically of cos*, ot production, 


there is one thing that is entirely ignored bv 
our farm leaders and agricultural economists 
and' that is that the chief cause of tho 
high j 


cost of production is due principally to inflated 
I 


land values and'to taxes on industry. The re- 
duction of land prices and reducing taxation on 
products of labor and industry will lower tho 
cost of both what the 
farmer 
produces and 


what he buys, thus materially 
increasing his 


profits. 


These, Mr. Editor, are- some ;if the burning 


questions that are persistently ignored. Their 
consideration would be well worth the efforts 
of those who are working on marketing prob- 
lems and otherwise trying to improve the lot 
of our agricultural population. 
Because these 


questions have been ignored, I believe, is the 
reason why in spite of inventions and improve- 
ments of wealth producing devices, real farm- 
ers are constantly becoming discontented. 
I 


believe there is no need of the existence of this 
condition and that it can be cured. This letter 
is not written in a fault finding'spirit. 
It is 


written in the hope rather of inducing Prof. 
Hibbard and his department to broaden their 
activities by going into all of the factors that 
affect the farmer's condition.-—Edward

of the fraud. 


They point out that during the first 


six months of private operation follow- 
ing federal control, when the govern-^ 
ment guaranteed the carriers' costs of 
operation, a burden of $600,000,000 was 
laid upon the federal treasury. A great 
deal of this payment was unjustified, 
say Senators.

Central Railroad of New Jersey has been

$1,600,000,000 to pay deficits ' incurred 
during federal operation, in addition to 
many millions of claims that remain un- 
settled.
